The Russtans themselves admit 
that the situation is serious, but 
as thcy have never indulged in un- 
timely jubilation, this estimate 
may be interpreted literally and 
without anxiety.

BRITAIN HAS SET 
GOOD EXAMPLE 


In a broadcast commentary 
from London last night, MR. E. A. 
MONTAGUE, referring to the un- 
animous decision of the Trades 
Unien Congress to set up an 
Anglo-Soviet Trade Union Coun- 
cil to meet in each other’s coun- 
try alternately, said that by doing 
so Britain, in his opinion, had set 
a good example to the whole of 
the free world. 

It was entirely wrong to think 
that by this decision, Brittgh La- 
hour had turned to Communism. 
Trade unionism in Britain was 
the father of trade unionism 
throughout the world. The 
thought that {t was a dangerous 
and revolutionary movement came 
to an end years ago. 

Labour playet an  tmportant 
Part behind the ‘scenes, These 
men were so good and so ex-! 
périenced that one of them, Mr. 
Ernest Bevin stepped right imto 
the War Cabinet, 

The decision to form an Anglo- 
Soviet Trade Union Council was 
taken because trade unionists 
were patriotic realists and had 
acceded to the demands to help 
Russia to the limit of our power 
with everything we could. 

Two - hundred - and-twenty-three 
unions, with more than five mil- 
Non members, voted unanimously 
to Russia all the help she needed. 


Apart from the belligerent na- 
“ons, occuptea territories which, 
in addition to thelr own needs, 
have in a very large measure to 
supply the occupation troops will 
be the hardest hit. 

“As regards Germany Itself, com- 

petent authorities see no reason 
for anxiety,

the weekly meat ration from ‘500 
to 400 grammes (about 13} ounces) 
introduced this summer, the level 
oy the previous year shoulq be 
maintained, 

“In the German view, food re- 
Serves are sufficient despite. in- 
creased consumption by the East- 
ern Army. 

“However, with the few excep- 
tions, there doeg not appear to be 
the slightest tendency to place 
supplies stored inside and outside 
Germany at the disposal of the 
countries occupied by the German 
Army. 

NO OBLIGATIONS 

“Wilhelmstrasse has declared 
that Reich has no obligations 
under the international law re- 
garding nutrition problems in oc~ 
cupled territories. On the con- 
trary, international rules govern- 
ing the conduct of the land of. war 
provide that occupied countries 
have to answer for the supplies of 
the troopg in occupation.” 

Commenting on these statements, 
In the light of: the 4th agreement 
of the second Hague Peace Con- 
ference of 1907, the newspaper ad- 
mits that the occupying Power is 
not responsible for feeding the 
population which is also bound to 
supply the enemy garrison, But 
there are two important reserva 
tions, it says. :

University of Paris with LL.D. degree. After return to China, he 
first joined the Ministry of Justice serving as Counsellor, bat 


| later entered diplomatic service. 


In 1918. he was appulnted by 
‘the Ministry of Foreign Affairs as 
@ member of the committee to! 
prepare for China's participation 
dn the European Peace Conference 
and a legal expert to the Chinese | 
‘Delegation tw the Paris Peace ; 
Conference. 

From 1921 to 1928, he was Direc- 
tor of the Treaty Department of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
for a time acting Vice-Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 

In 1928, he was made Advisor 
to the Treaty Commission of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
Counsellor of the Judicial Yuan! 
He was appointed Director of In-: 
fernationa) Affairs Department of 
the Ministry tn 1931 but did not 
assume office.

Following the establishment of 
the Republican Government in 
1912 he was appointed Secretary 
to the President.

Cheng-fu, father of Mr. Tsao Ku- 
pin. Owing to. thelr paper’s %p- 
position to Yuan Shih-Kal's 
monarchica] scheme, Mr. Tsao was 
asgassinated and Mr, Chang was 
imprisoned. After his release, Mr. 
Chang went to Shanghat and 
taught al the Chung Kuo Kung 
Hsueh (schvo!).

In 1926 he and Mr, Hu Cheng- 
cht (now General Manager of the 
Ta Kung Pao) and Mr. Wu Ting- 
shang (now Governer of Kwel- 
chow), took over the Ta Kung 
Pao in Tientsin which hay since 
become the foremost Chinese 
daily mainly through the untiring 
efforts of this trio. In 1938 he was 
made member of the People’s Po- 
litieal Council ‘to which position 
he was re-appointed this year. 

As an cditorial writer, Mr.

That !s the circle 
round Germany 

“Some of our war production 1s 
carried on inside these circles, but 
outside it there are inexhaustible 
supplies of man- power and 
material. Singapore has become 
the centre of bristling alreraft. 
Australia is supplying us witn 
men and arms manufactured in 
her own territory. New Zealand 
ly helping to police the Pacific. 

“India’s army has reached a 
total of a million men and they 
have already shown their quality 
in the African campaign, while 
India has also become a great 
manufacturer of war weapors. 
South Africa has played a big 
part in the defeat of the Ttallan 
army in Africa and ts also a large 
producer of war weapons. Canada 
has nof only sent us men and 
planes, but g tank brigade and 1s 
soon to send us an ‘armoured 
division. z 

“In addition to all this the 
United States Js sending us sup- 
plies of weapons and has also be- 
gun to supply these to our ally 
Russia. That ts the position to- 
day and we must continue to 
make the best use of our exterior 
lines. We are tkeeping Germany 
inside on inner cage and it 1s not 
likely thet she can get out of It.”

“NO COMMENT” 
WASHINGTON, Sept, 7 (Reuter)

affair, 

(According to the bearings given 
in the German version the German 
submarine’s attack on the Greer 
took place about 220 mileg south- 
west of Reykjavik, capital of Ice- 
land). 

COMMENT UNNECESSARY 

HYDE PARK, New York, Sept. 8 
(Reuter) — White House officials 
declined to comment, “considering 
its source” on the German com- 
munique regarding the Greer in- 
cident. 

My, William Hassett, the Pre- 
sidentia] secretary, who wag ad- 
vised of the contents of the Ger 
man statement, said: “I wilt show 
this to the President when ¥ have 
the chance but considering its 
source I don’t think any Comment 
jis necessary. 

“It carries its own comment. ft 
think it Js a typical comment con- 
Sidering jts source.” 

Askeg whether he took the com- 
munigue to mean definitely that it 
was a German submarine which 
tried to sink the Greer, Mr. Hassett 
replied “Apparently from this, 
he added, “Your interpretation 4s 
ag good as mine.” 


SERIOUS CLASH 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (Reuter) 
—The story of the attack on the 
Greer is splashed In all papers 
under banner headlines, 

Some quarters here have been 
predicting for some time that the 
Atlantic patrol, now so extensive 
and ships going to Iceland s0 
numerous, that It is difficult to see 
how an tncident with German 
craft could long be avoided and 
that a serious clash might lead to 
anywhere, 

This, however, does not appear 
that the incident is likely to lead 
to a worsening of United States 
German relations. However, there 
ig a belief that thts 1s probably 
only the first of an imevitable 
series of such incidents. 

Congressional opinion so far 
offered, unanimously believed that 
the Greer ig nothing to go to war 
about. The Navy is carrying out 
orders to defeng ftself tf attacked 
and this, and similar incidents, 
undoubtedly do much towards 
unifying American opinion which 
alone will give the Administration 
an impetug to further action 
against the Axis,

In the hearts of all now the hope 
and expectation of speedy release 
from the bands of tyranny rises 
from day to day For by God's 
help we have been able to stick 
to one Pplan--the overthrow of 
tyranny and Injustice and the vin~ 
dication uf righteousness 


But there 1s always a danger 
that the Just molives with which a 
war is begun may be spulied and 
made vuld by the way the war Is 
waged. The Just ideal may be ob- 
scured by tne snioke and dust of 
battle, and the war then fought 
out with nu thought on either side 
but how ty win, by whatever evil 
means 


FIGHTING FOR LIVES 


Some stil] think this is necessary 
in the course vf any war. There 
was u broadcast some time ago in 
which the speaker said that in 
spite of talk ubout fighting agaist 
injustice, aiding small countries, 
defending liberty, and so on, we 
were really Aghting for our lIlves. 
It ne means that we are not fight- 
ing against tyranuy and mJustice 
i, us wrossly misleading and perni- 
clous in its teaching. 

It is nov the just, but, the un- 
just, man who fights for nis ie, 
because he has nothing else to | 
fight tor. ly Christ had been 
fighting for nis lite he wuuld nave 
summoned the army of angels to 
rescue Him trom the Cross; out 
He was fighting for justice. He 
lost His Ute, but He won justyce’s 
cause, 

So today we stand before God, 
the Judge of the whole earth. Fac 
to face with Germany whom we 
accuse: one struggling for justic.. 
the other for life. There is no ac- 
ceiving this Judge and no escaping 
the pronouncement of His verdict 
and His exetutlon. 


Let us not feel that we shali 
be of more use to our country 
and its cause if we were not in 
Hongkong. Here, there w 
much that is belng done. 
Everyone here !s yaluable if he 
gr she will set their hand 
against the common enemy}. 


Let us, having done this, possess 
our suuls in patience, in whatever 
our work, profession or occupation 
may be. For we can serve God 
and our Empire’s cause here and 


the momentous days when the 


propaganda and education 
,;medy remained open to all- the 
“Christian Falth 

The worst type of fear was an- 
xiety, an over-conecern for the 
future “That unpleasant situations 
‘could be met calmly and could be 
overcome was proved by the pre- 
sent reaction of the Chinese peo- 
ple to the bombing raids on their 
cilies They had proved that it 
was possible to endure such horror 
without an undue show of fear and 
with as great a calm as could be 
maintained in the circumstances 

The antithesis of Fear was Faith. 
and Faith, coming, through prayer. 
could be successfully achieved by 
all. 


ROSARY CHURCH 
SERVICE 


Practically the whole Catholic 
community of Hongkong attended 
the Rosary Church yesterday even 
ing at 7 o'clock 

Before the Benediction, the Rey 
Father H. de Angelis delivered the 
following sermon 

We have come here, this even- 
ing, at the request of His Majesty 
the King and His Lordship our 
Bishop. We have come as Catho- 
lics and as cltizens of the vast 
British Empire to offer our prayers 
and sufferings for the safety of 
the Emplre and fur the peace of 
all nations. We come from dif- 
ferent sections of the Colony, we 
speak different tongues, we have 
different blood, yet we are all one, 


noble cause. To us are rightly 
applied the words of St. Paul “One 
body and one spirit, one Lord, one 
falth, one baptism, one God and 
Father of all, Who is above all, 
and through all and tn us all.” | 

Each of us, as a good Catholic 
and a good citizen, must pray and! 
do penance. Permit me to recall 
to your memory the memorable 
words of Our Bishop in his Pastor- 
al Letter to the Clergy and Faith- 
ful of the Vicariate of Hongkong: 
“We must not be satisfied with one 
day of intercesslon, but must pray 
without ceasing, Prayer !s always 
gund, Even prayer that is 
prompted by material need, by 
danger, and fear of sickness or 
death, by war or family losses, {s 
good and acceptable to God, for it 
1s an act of falth and trust.” 


PRAYER IS ELEVATION 


It helps us to keep our chin up. 
When we pray well, we quit the 
earth, rise to Heaven and converse 
with God. When we do not pray, 
we stoop down to the earth, and 
become engrossed only with earth- 
ly things. Hence it has been sald 
that prayer is Heaven, for the only 
occupation tn Heaven is prayer. 

We are naturally weak. When 
we pray, we give our weakness to 
God, and God gives His strength 
to us. A man) by kneeling down. 
makes himself smaller, yet he 
grows greater before God. Never 
is man stronger and greater than 
when he is on his knees. Never 
are his hands more active than 
when they are joined up in prayer. 

We deserve the blows and! 
scourges of God. When we pray 
the verdict of forgiveness 1s passed 
upon us, and the just anger of God 
is appeased. 

PRAYER IS NOT ALL 


But prayer alone is not all, It 
would be a mockery to. pray. to God 
and have days of intercession, if, 
at. the same -time, we did no resolve 
to profess towards God our entire 
loyalty and observe His Command- 
ments. It would be a mockery to 


now and can look forward with con- 
fidence to the day when the pre- 
sent tyrants shall be defeated and 
We May continue in a more serene 
atmosphere to build that new world 
that is more like God's kingdom.
